In view of applicant's remarks, the claims 28 and 29 have been combined with 
claims 1-17. Claims 30 and 31 are hereby withdrawn.

of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-3, 5-7, 12-25 and 28 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Cline (U. S. Pat. No. 6,590,188) or Barnes (U. S. Pat. No. 7,060,180). 
Re claims 1 , 16, 22 and 28, note e Cline and Barnes each disclose the first and second 
pomp and the controller. 

4. Claims 4, 7-1 1 and 29 stand objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In , Dijkhuizen, Hargrove, Sween, Booth, Sonesson et al., and 
Versland, note the control means.
